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MWL  SCRAP  DRIVE  INITIATED  SSPTSOSR  27 
The  national  scrap  drive,  initiated  on  September  27,  is  aimed  to  bring 
the  country's  steel  furnaces  up  to  capacity  operation.    All  sources  of 
scrap  metal  are  being  tapped  in  the  present  scrap  campaign. 

Farmers  have  been  urged  to  search  their  farms  immediately  for  scrap 
metal.    Much  steel  is  required  to  make  tractors,  combines,  cultivators,  and 
plows,  but  production  of  these  and  all  other  metal  products  of  industry 
has  been  slowed  by  the  serious  lack  of  scrap  iron  and  steel.    The  steel  in- 
dustry desires  "heavy  molting  scrap"  -  -  castings  and  heavy  pieces  found  on 
farms.    Such  material  is  far  superior  to  tin    cans,  metal  toys,  bird  cages, 
and  bulky  items  made  of  thin  metal.    Steel  companies  regard  farm  scrap  metal 
as  most  desirable  f  or  s  te  el  production.    However,  farmers  should  scrap  only 
metal  that  has  no  further  use  on  the  farm.     Scrap  can  be  taken  cither  to 
local  scrap  dealers  or  to  farm  machinery  dealers,  who  have  been  asked  to 
receive  and  make  disposition  of  scrap  material. 

NEED  FULL   Alt  VEST  OF  ALFALFA ,  CLOVER 

Farmers  who  can  arc  urged  to  harvest  alfalfa  and  rod  clover  seed  for 
od 

every  round  harvest/is  needed  for  planting  next  yoar.    U.  S.  fanners*  need 
for  alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed  remains  high  and  last  year's  carry-over  of 
clover  seed  is  very  small.    Export  demand  for  seed  continues  strong  with 
European  countries  wanting  all  the  clover  seed  the  U.  S.  car.  release  to  them 
to  rehabilitate  their  farm  land.    Early  indications  are  that  the  194S  harvest 
is  falling  short  of  the  high  goals. 

OUTLOOK  GOOD  FOR  DAIRYMEN 

Continuing  heavy  demand  for  dairy  products  through  the  first  half  of 

1947  is  forecast  by  the  USDA  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.    Prices  of 

dairy  products  through  the  first  half  of  1947  are  expected  to  average  close 
to  present  levels  after  allowing  for  seasonal  variations.    No  reduction  in 
prices  of  dairy  products  is  expocted  before  the  latter  part  of  1947. 
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MORE  BUT  EOT  ENOUGH  LIVZS TOOK  M&BKETIEGS 
Livestock  marks tings  arc  again  on  the  upswing  following  tho  extremely 
low  receipts  in  early  September  but  arc  still  far  below  last  year.  Much 
livestock;  originally  scheduled  for  Marketing  in  September  was  sold  during 
July  and  August  when  price  controls  wore  off. 

Receipts  at  tho  12  major  markets  during  the  week  ending  September  21 
were  55$  larger  than  during  tho  preceding  week,  but  4-0%  smaller  than  in  the 
corresponding  week  in  1945.    The  biggest  increase  was  in  cattle  marketings, 
but  a  high  percentage  of  the  stooker  and  feeder  run  was  purchased  by  farmers 
to  be  fattened  in  feed  lots  this  winter,     This  will  result  in  loss  beef  in 
the  butcher  shop  this  fall,  but  more  and  better  beef  several  months  from  now. 
Hog  marketings  showed  a  27%  increase  over  the  preceding  'week,  but  wore  73$ 
smaller  than  during  the  corresponding  week  of  1345.    Many  hogs  intended  for 
September  sale  were  sold  at  below  normal  weights  in  August,    ho  substantial 
increase  in  hog  marketings  is  expected  until  late  October. 

OCTOBER  A:  •v.-^.PCE 

Turkeys  are  expected  to  join  the  list  of  plentiful  foods  in  October. 
Other  items  in  good  supply  will  be  potatoes,  onions,  lemons,  canned  citrus 
juices,  fall  apples,  pears  and  celery,  according  to  marketing  specialist  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture.

July  lumber  production  in  the  U.  S.  topped  the  3  billion  board  feet 
level  for  the  third  consecutive  month,  the  Civilian  Production  Administration 
says.     It  was  27$  over  July  1045.    Total  production  to  date  this  yuar  is  almost 
19  billion  board  feet,  an  increase  of  7%  over  the  first  7  months  of  1945. 
Lumber  requirements  for  this  year  are  -stimated  at  nearly  34  billion  beard 
feet . 
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PR5VZKT3  £1105 1  Oil ,  CONSERVES  MOISTURE 
Folks  up  in  Edgowood  community,  Santa  Fo  county,  have  soon  the  value  of 
the  soil  conservation  practicos  being  carried  out  yoarly  on  Tom  Morton's 
farm  at  Edgewood,  New  Hexico.    That's  why  they've  boon  following  his  example 
in  doing  o  lot  of  contour  listing,  subsoiling,  and  stripcropping  on  their 
own  farms. 

Up  in  this  dry  land  farming  area  of  Santa  Fe  county,  such  conservation 
measures  arc  necessary  to  prevent  the  loss  of  a  lot  of  the  top  fertile  soil 
by  blowing.    Too,  such  cultivation  practicos  help  to  retain  the  moisture. 
Mr.  Horton  stated  that  had  ho  not  continuously  carried  out  those  practicos  on 
his  farm,  ho  would  have  boon  out  of  the  farming  business  a  long  time  ago. 
Instead,  however,  ho  is  still  carrying  on  successfully,  growing  pinto  beans 
as  a  naii;  crop,  and  raising  sufficient  food  to  enable  him  to  o::pand  into 
the   'reduction  of  dairy  products.     Tom  says  that  he  has  received  invaluable 
assistance  from  the  county  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  committee,  and 
payments  which  he  has  received  under  the  program  have  helped  defray  much 
of  the  cost  of  carrying  out  the  conservation  practices.
